The opin’ ivered by Judge 
Smith, beginning at 2 o’clock,eccupied 
nearly three hours. Out of nearly 200 
pieces of property held by the Arch- 
bishop, there were selected for this 
trial, as being representative of all 
nine of these were churches, and the 
others were the Cathedral, including, 
the Archbishop’s residences and 
school, seminary at Cum minsville, 
the orphan asylum and St. Joseph’s 
cemetery. The Court found that in 
the case of the churches, though little 
was in fee simple in Archbishop Pur- 
cell, yet they were buildings from the 
money raised by the members of the 
different congregations, and that the 
title was in the Archbishop, by reason 
of the rules of the church, which, in 
such a case as this, the Court is bound 
to regard. That the Archbishop held 
the title only as a trustee for the uses 
of the congregation, and that property 
so beld could not be subjected to the 
payment of the debts of the Arch- 
bishop. 

In the case of one church, the maj- 
ority of the Court found that the evi- 
dence showed, as the Archbishop has 
advanced some money, that the church 
was liable for that amount to the as- 
signees. As to the cathedral, and ca- 
thedral school built by the Archbishop 
directly from the funds placed in his 
hands, except about $60,000 raised by 
subscriptions, the Court held that 
though the Archbishop held the prop- 
erty in trust, as be did other churches, 
yet, as tothe extent of the amount he 
advanced, the assignee was entitled to 
recover with interest for the benefit of 
the creditors. The Orphan Asylum, 
at Cumminsville, was also deciared a 
trust not subject to sale, and the mort- 
gage given by Archbishop Purcell on 
it to secure a creditor, was declared of 
no binding force. The same view was 
taken astoSt. Mary’s cemetry, with 
an order for the reference to the 
master to ascertain if the Archbishop 
made advances to this property. As to 
the cemetry, majority held that they 
were not dedicated to the public, that 
consideration did not amount to dedi- 
cation, and that such portions us a 
not now sold for burial lots, could be 
sold for the benefit of the creditors. 
Judge Johnston dissented as referring 
the two pieces of property to the mas- 
ter for an account, and dissented 
wholly from the view that the cemete- 
ries were not dedicated to the public 
and held in trust by the Archbishop.

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A Millienaire in Trouble. 
Dry, October 1. 
The arrest in Chicago on Saturday, 
of Frank. R. Sherwin of New Mexico, 
created a considerable stir in this city. 
Sherwin is well known in this section 
as one of the millionaires of the west, 
and is the head of one of the largest 
stock raising companies on the conti- 
nent. The circumstances which lead 
to his arrest, as understood here; are 
as follows: In 1876 Maxwell was sent 
to Florida by the Republican National 
Committee, in the interest of Hayes, 
and beyond doubt, the Republican 
victory in Florida was largely due to 
Sherwin’s efforts. He was soon after 
appointed Pool Commissioner of sev- 
eral railroads in..that State, one.of 
which was on the verge of bankruptcy. 
Sherwin associated himself with a syn- 
dicate of New York bankers and pur- 
chased the mortgage, bonds, foreclosed ’ 
and took possession. After the lapse 
of several months, the original holders 
of the bonds made the discovery that 
ineluded in the original franchise of 
the road, was large tracts known as 
Seminole Indian lands, which Sher- 
win’s party subsequently sold, to- 
gether with the road, and pocketed 
large profits. It appears the original 
owners of the road have repeatedly 
sought to recover, without success, 
the value of the lands, upon what 
grounds does not appear. Sherwin’s 
recent sale of his interest in the Max- 


well land grant of the Southern Colo- 


rado and Northern New Mexico, for 
$750,000 has probably furnished the 
incentive for the present proceeding- 
against him. He recently married 
the danghter of ex-Governor Gilpin of 
this city.

The good Effects of the Rain The 
District Fair Buildings De- 
gstroyea by Wire-—Brandy and 
Creton Oil vs. a Chinaman. 

SUSANVILLE, Sept., 30, 1883. 

Ed. Gazette:—The long continued 
hot, dusty aad dry weather has at 
last succumbed to a fine rain, which 
commenced last evening about sun- 
down and continued at intervals 
during the night, and still con- 
tinues. Enough bas already fallen 
to extinguish the fires in the moun- 
tains, or at least enough to stop 
their further progress. Large tracts 
of timber land have been burned 
over. Many of these fires are at- 
tributed to the sheep owners, who, 
at this season of the year, leave for 


the lower valleys, and are said to 


‘burn over their ranges—making 


them better the coming season, 
Last night about 6:30 o'clock 
the Fair buildings, situated 
a mile and a half east of town, 
were seen to be on fire. These 
buildings consisted of a house and 
a long string.of shed stables. ‘To 
the east about a quarter of a mile 
from the house was the grand stand, 
a large, substantial frame building. 
The fire was plainly the work of an 
incendiary, as the house was seen 
to be on fire first, and then the 
grand stand. Noone was stopping 
at the place at the time of the fire. 
Tracks were found that indicate 
possibly that Chinamen are the 
guilty parties. The property be- 
longed to E. V. Spencer, „ who 
is away attending the Fair at 
Quincy. The property is worth 
about $3,000 and it is reported to be 
insured in a Boston company for 
from $1,000 to $3,000. )

of the house. A boarder in the 
house bad a bottle of fine brandy 
in his room, which mysteriously 
disappeared as if some imbibin 
spirit haunted the room.
